before Monday night's neighbor- 
hood hearing. 

Eacing Mayor Alioto and a line- 
up of City department heads，in- 
cluding Chief Administrative Of- 
ficer Thomas Mellon and Public 
Health chief Erancis Curry, China- 
town leaders were amazingly to- 
gether in their presentations. They 
supported the first priority listing 
of the $150,000 for the play- 
ground and $50,000 for the im- 
provements in the library.

But we're going to 
lobby for them hard in Comngress 

. Congress has yet to be heard 
from.”

GRAND JURY BLEW IT 


The Grand Jury Report on the San Eranclisco Human 
Rights Commission，released January-14，alleges that the 
Commission duplicates 118 functions of other municipal， 
state,， and federal agencies. It questions the duties, functions 
and spheres of its obligation on the basis of the results of a 
poorly constructed questionmnaire. 

As a community with first-hand knowledge of the Success 
and effectiveness of the Commission's many endeavors in 
affirmative action employment， better housing，youth and 
other much-needed services, we feel it is time that the Grand 
Jury be better informed of the Commission's many-faceted 
involvement with people. 

For instance, the Commission has not only helped to pub- 
licize our community's dire need of low-cost housing，but 
has taken concrete steps to assist in,acdquiring it. It Partici- 
pated in the 701 study and negotiations with HUD. As a 
result, a$$1,200;000 site survey grant was aWarded for a low- 
and moderate-income housing development in Chinatown. 

The Commission worked with the community in negotia- 
tions with the Chinatown Holiday Inn which resulted in an 
agreement by the Holiday Inn to hire the majority of its 
employees from the minority communities. Currently， over 
sixty per cent of Chinatown Holiday Inn employees are 
Asian. 

In 1968, when the myth of the quietindustrious Chinese 
youth was still popular, the Commission saw the danger of 
the neglected ghetto youth. It stepped in to coordinate 3 
meeting between our leaders and almost six hundred young- 
sters. It has resulted in a greater concerm for and willingness 
to work with our young. 

To our commumnity, the Commission:s record of concrete 
day-to-day work in the field of human relations ls unique. It 
does not duplicate the work of any other govermment agem- 
cy. Thus, we commend the Commission for its contributions 
to the peace and progress of all San Franciscans, and recom- 
mend that its funding be increased for the coming year、.

The Board of 了 Education Plans 
to reasslgn five tenured Chinese 
teachers at Galileo High School， 
reducing the Chinese teacher pop- 
ulation at the school by almost 40 
Per cent. 

At its monthly meeting, the San 
Francisco Board of 刁 ducation 
Passed a resolutioim calling for the 
reassignment of 12 tenurel dis- 
trict high school teachers to other 
Schools，and the transferring of 
36 additional district high school 
teachers from regular classroom 
teaching assignments to reassign- 
ments .within their school or at 
any other School where a vacancy 
Ooccurs. The teachers slated for re- 
asslgnmenthave the least seniority 
in theschools. 

The shift is necessary，school 
officials say, because of the declin- 
ing enrollment in the schools. The 
resolution's author is Walter 
Odone, a community liaison in the 
Secondary 卫 ducation Department. 

Of the seven teachers at Galileo 
scheduled for reassignment，five 
are Chinese. All five have been 
carrying full teaching loads. Gali- 
leo would have nine Chinese teach- 
ers remaining 过 the transfers take 
Place. Two of those are being dis- 
missed in two weeks because they 
are not Tegular teachers,”accord- 
jing to school district administra- 
tors，, 

In September 1972，the two 
teachers were Placed in the class- 
room with complete responsibility 
for conducting instructional pro- 
grams for students. However，dis- 
trictadrministrators classified them 
as “day to day substitutes” in- 
stead of “probationary teachers?” 
and paid them at a ljower salary. 

Because of this classification， 
school district officials claim these 
two teachers, though working reg- 
ularly，should be dismissed.

Chinese now spoken

HONG KONG 一 Like Chinese 
emigrants in New York or San 
Francisco，a good many Chinese 
residents in thlis British crown col- 
ony do not bother to master the 
English language.， But they have 
succeeded in demanding thatlocal 
British officials understand Chi- 
nese- 一 through interpreters. 

Now,， Chinese as well as English 
may be spoken in the prestigious 
Legislative Council and in the 
pedestrian Urban Council，which 
is a kind of municipality. 

British officials granted this con- 
cession after years of agitation by 
Chinese civic leaders supported by 
50 Chinese daily newspapers and 
magazines on the grounds that the 
Chinese community constitutes 99 
per cent of the over four million 
Population. 

Outsp oken and vociferous cham- 
pions of this bilingual system in- 
clude Chinese who are naturalized 
British subjects hoping，among 
other things，to serve as Inermmbers 
of the Legislative Courcil and 
Urban Council. Others set their 
sights higher at the more Presti- 
重 ous 卫 xecutive Council. 

In the past，only English was 
spoken at meetings of these exXec- 
utive and legislative bodies，and 
the _ members are mostty British 
colonial officials sent out from 
England to fill administrative 
Posts. 

They serve concurrently as offi- 
cial Imembers of the three coun- 
cjls，but there _ are minority un- 
official members，hand-plicked by 
the governor from among the citi- 
zens,，who serve these bodies with- 


Out Pay. 
These unofficial members are 
successful merchants Or Profes- 


sional men，and one-half of them 
are Chinese. Those attending the 
Legislative and Executive Councils 
are addressed with the title “TIhe 
Honorable”instead of plan “Mis- 
te 

With the new policy，Dnon- 
English-speaking Chinese asPire to 
become jlegislators and council- 
men without taking the trouble of 
learning English and speaking it 
with some degree of fuency. 

One Chinese member of the 
Legislative Council at 3a recent 
session Spoke in Cantonese (the

dialect of Hong 玫 ong Chinese) 
and prestol the colonial governor 
and other British members 
clamped on their earphones to 
listen to the instantaneous trans- 
lation into English. 

But this was a token gesture, for 
the Chinese :member who spoke 
was a veteran on the Council， 
speaking Chinese only to give the 
bilingual address a_ start. 

Actually instantaneous UN-type 
translation is not necessary at 引 ]， 
because all speeches must be writ- 
ten and presented in advance to 
the Legislative Council for official 
members to look over before de- 
livery. 

The bilingual delivery is to satis- 
fy the ego of those Chinese who 
want to be members but who are 
unable to speak or read English . 

Some Chinese are naturalized as 
British subjects in the hope of be- 
ing appointed to the above coun- 
cils. Only the Urban Council has 
elected _ members，and will soon 


have one-half of its members (10) - 


chosen by election. 

Chinese members who serve on 
these councils usually have their 
speeches written by ghost writers . 
Others impress official members 
by their painstaking attempts to 
speak the Queen's English. 

Many Chinese students at the 
University of Hong 玫 ong are try- 
ing hard to acquire an imitated 
clipped or Oxford accent in prep- 
aration for the day when they will 
be called upon to serve on the 
councils as a matter of homor. 

Some graduates of the Univer- 
sity and others are 和 昨 ving radio 
and TV interviews in English to 
show their proficiency and readi- 
ness to be addressed as “The 
Honorable So and So.” 

The permission to use Chinese 
language in council debates up to 
now has not served any Practical 
Purpose. Teachers of Phonetics 
should have no worry over making 
a decent living in Hong Kong, Pro- 
vided they belong to the Daniel 
Jones school.
